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Police 

Heick Resigns 



A letter or resignation 
/rom Police Chief Jack Heick 
was road to members of the 
Anlioch village board at 
Tuesday night's meeting of 
the board, Heick gave sal- 
ary, benefits,' etc., as reasons 
/or his resignation. He was 
not present at the meeting. 

Contacted the next day, 
Heick .said, "I'm leaving 
strictly because of the wages 
and benefits. Hay (Mayor 
Toft) has been very good to 
me, and I've had good rela- 
tions witli the people of An- 
lioch. But I can't raise my 
family on the money I'm 
getting," 

"The Municipal ... Retire- 
ment that they plan on start- 
ing is of iro use to me, or 
any other policeman under 
about 45 years of "age. A 
policeman doesn't last, for 40 
or 45 years on the job. It's 
loo hazardous and there's too 
much overtime. They wore 
going to give mo a $300 raise, 
and that's what 'I'd have to 
pay into the Municipal Itc- 



lircment. So I wouldn't have 
a raise,' and I couldn't get 
any of that monoy back 
till I'm 65 years old.'^ 

"At present," Heick said, 
"the village' is paying $500 
for a uniform for each new 
policeman. If he leaves,, his 
uniform never fits the man 
they hire. So it hangs on a 
rack here, and they have to 
buy another. Plus the ex- 
pense of paying extra help 
to fill In till the -new man 
learns the ropes,- I think the 
village would- bo money a- 
head .to' pay the men more 
and keep them." 

Board members accepted 
his resignation, with Roger 
Williams passing when it was 
his turn to vote. 

Immediately following ac- 
ceptance of the Police Chief's 
resignation, the board ap- 
proved the salary schedule 
for village employees for the 
coming ' year. ■ The now sal- 
aries included a raise of $300 
a year .for the police chief, 
from $7,000 a- year to $7,300. 



Home After Nine 
Months In Viet Nam 



Corp. Charles Miller of 
Kt. 3, Anlioch, returned to 
Anlioch last Friday after 
mouths and 18 days in Vict 
Nam. "I'm glad to be home, 
but I'm glad I went over 
there, too," Charles says. 

Because he had no leave 
while in . Viet Nam, Chuck's 
tour of duty .ended sooner 
than he had expected. He 
was informed at 11:30 a.m. 
Tuesday morning that he 
should pack tip to return to 
the Slates. He was just get- 
ting ready to leave on a field 
operation. 

He was flown by helicopter 
to Long Bicn, then to Sai- 
gon, then to Ben Hoa, where 
he started the flight home. 
He was at O'Ha re Field at 
G a.m. Friday morning. "It 
was really fast." Chuck said. 
"They get the GI's home real 
q uick once .th eir lime is up." 

Chuck's parents are MrT 
and Mrs. Walter Miller of 
Ittc. 3. His mother, Lorelta, 
operates Fascination Beauty 
Salon. 

One of the first things 
Chuck did after ho got home 
was to visit the Anlioch Post 
Office and thank Postmaster 
Joe Wolf and the men there 
for the packages he received 
overseas, "Everyone shar- 
ed their packages, so all the 
men in my group shared 
mine" Chuck said. "And 
that Kool Aid sure helps. 
The water 'tastes pretty bad. 
The soup was even better. 
You get so tired of drinking 
coffee when you're on night 
duty, and the soup's a real 
good change." 

Chuck was • stationed at a 
helicopter landing strip at 
Soc Trangh; about 05 miles 
southwest of Saigon. He was 
in charge of 15 dog teams— 
a loam is a dog and a man. 

The dogs aid in Search and 
Destroy missions. Chuck has 
worked with dogs all his life 
and was glad to be assigned 
to work with the. Canine 
Corps in the Army. "The 
dogs arc valuable in "mop- 
ping up" operations and in 
nosing out hidden Vict 
Cong," Chuck said. "The 
Vict Cong fight, a good deal 
like the early American In- 
dians did— one minute there 
is a whole army out there 
shooting, and the next they 



just disappear into the coun- 
tryside." 

The relationship between 
man and dog Is close in the 
field. The life of the man 
depends on the astuteness .of 
his dog, and the dog will obey 
only his master When a 
man's tour of duty ends, he 
finds it hard to leave the ani- 
mal who has been his . con- 
stant co-worker for ' many 
months, and turning to a new 
master is not easy for the 
dog. 

The men lived in "hooch' 
es" of wood and screen. Ev- 
ery man watches out for him- 
self in making his sleeping 
place safe, Chuck .said, pil- 
ing sandbags around his 
"hooch" and digging a trench 
nearby to take shelter from 
the frequent night attacks of 
mortar fire. 

__ Asked wh at he thought of 
the peace demon st rations at 
home, Chuck was indignant. 
"I don't think they know 
what they're talking about," 
he said. "I'd like tp know if 
any of these guys that are 
demonstrating have been in 
Viet Nan). You don't sec 
demonstrations over there." 

"I think we have to stay 
there till we win," Chuck 
said. "That's how most of 
the fellows over there feel. 
The people arc ignorant and 
dirty and poor. But the 
country lias great potential, 
and the people can be edu- 
cated and helped. If we 
pulled out tomorrow, the 
war would be over. The Viet 
Cong would take over and 
the country would be com- 
munist." 

"We've already helped a 
lot," Chuck said. "When I 
went over in October, I trav- 
eled to my base on a muddy 
road. When I went home, it 
was a highway -like we have 
here." 

They've built some schools, 
and sonic GI's have built and 
support orphanages, with 
their own. money. Maybe 
200 GI's in an outfit chip in 
and support an orphanage 
with 25 kids. Thoy do it on 
their own." : m 

"The :~ country has great 
potential and the people arc 
worth helping," he said. "The 
GI's believe that what we're 
doing is right." 




He also receives $200 a year 
as Juvenile officer. 

Raises for other village em- 
ployees ranged from $200 to

ment, 

.Richard Long, of Venetian 
Village,* was recently hired 
to replace Ring. Long has 
been with /the, Lake Forest 
police three, years ' and the 
Highland Park police /our 
years. 

Policemen now left in the 
department are Sergeant 
Harold Mason, Jack Davis, 
Rudy Hajik and Long. 

Mayor Ray Toft said he 
has no idea who he will ap- 
point for police chief to re- 
place Heick. The police 
chief Is customarily appoint- 
ed at the first board meeting 
in May. "We. tried our best 
to find a way to get more 
money for the police," Toft 
said. "But we just don't 
have it." 

In other business, Mayor 
Toft instructed clerk Clar- 
ence Shultis to write to the 
State Highway Depl. request- 
ing permission to re-route 
traffic so that Main St. could 
be left open for the Jubilee 
parade on August 6. A de- 
tour via Tiffany Road to 
North Ave. would probably 
be used during parade time. 

The. board approved a mo- 
tion. to waive payment of fees 
/or building permits at St. 
Stephen's Lutheran Church. 
It has been customary to 
waive permit Tecs for all 
church construction. 

The board accepted- the 
recommendation of the Plan- 
ning Commission ' that the 
sidewalk ordinance be en- 
forced in two new subdivi- 
sions under construction jhi 
the village. The ordinance 
provides, that all sidewalks 
be installed within two 
years after acceptance of the 
subdivision plat. 

Mayor Toft announced (hat 
a special meeting will be held 
April 27, at 12:30 p.m. to 
approve liquor licenses with- 
in the village.

J,ast week was registration 
week at. Antioch Community 
High School, the week when 
all eighth graders who will 
be starling high school next 
rail register^ and select their 
courses. * 

This year, the procedure 
of registering,' was different 
from previous years, in sev- 
eral respects. Por one thing, 
each student and his 'parents 
was given a definite appoint- 
ment. Each family was noti- 
fied, by letter, of the time 
of the appointment, and 
could contact the school for 
a change of lime, if neces- 
sary. Thus, there was little 
waiting, a n d counsellors 
could lake their lime hi. ad- 
vising pupils. 

In addition, this year, the 
school muse, a couple of 
athletic coaches, and repre- 
sentatives or I he Music De- 
partment, were on hand lb 
advise the students on these 
activities. 

Third, the counselling ses- 
sions were set up. in the 
library. In a relaxed, but 
academic, setting (he coun- 
sellors could advise students 
on courses available to them 



and what they could expect. 

Several I cache is served as 
counsellors each evening. 
They were armed ' with 
knowledge, of each child 
from the results of tests giv- 
en lo the pupils earlier. The 
tests show in \vliieh subject 
the student is weak, *or in 
which he excels.. 

If the tests show that the 
student is weak" in reading, 
the counsellor '\vi II encourage 
him lo at turn! the basic read- 
ing courses next summer at 
the high .school. Summer 
school niay be suggested (o 
improve his ability in any 
subject in which- he is weak. 

Freshmen must take a 
math course, Science and 
English. They have one elec- 
tive course. The counsellor 
helps them to choose the' one 
best suited to their needs 
and abilities. 

The music teacher, the 
athletic coaches, the nurse, 
give I he youngsters informa- 
tion on lite activities of their 
own department. 

The benefit' .of, lite pre- 
vious interviews has shown 
up clearly for the Music de- 
partment, Edward Kurek, 



school counsellor, remarked. 
Many m^rc students than 
normal have signed up for 
some activity in this depart- 
ment. 

Athletic coaches encourage 
all boys to participate in 

sport s,_assurhig_lhcm that 

there is plenty of room in 
sports for all who wish to 
participate. 

The school nurse explains 
to the students the physical 
requirements for entering 
high school — the need' for a 
doctor's and dentist's ccrtif*-. 
cate. 

The extra lime spent now. 
says Mr, Kurek, will be of 
great' benefit next fall. 
Starting with the next school 
yeai\ students 1 schedules will 
be set up with a data process- 
ing system. The information 
gained during these sessions 
will be used lo set- up the 
schedules. 

The tests and counselling, 
of course, will help many stu- 
dents lo got a great deal 
more out of their first year 
in high school, and smooth 
their path throughout their 
high school career.

with a plan to turn the postal 
service to* 8 "?! federally char- 
tered nonprofit corporation. 
This could -mean aii increase 
in rales to defray the cost of 
providing an efficient postal 
service, . It would certainly 
mean adoption of modern 
techniques and merit em-, 
ployment practices, upon 
which any efficient business 
operation depends. 

"Patronage" appointments 
of postmasters and many 
other postal employees have 
plagued the Congress 
many years. A Republican 
measure to require merit 
selection of postmasters as 
progressed through the Unit- 
ed States Senate and is now 
at the passage stage in the 
House ' of Representatives. 
This action preceded the sur- 
prise announcement by the 
Postmaster General propos- 
ing the liquidation of his en- 
tire department. 

In connection with his pro- 
gram for overhauling the 
mail service, Mr. O'Brien has 
recommended the replace- 
ment of the entire postal de- 
partment by the government- 
sponsored non profit corpora- 
tion. This would Include his 
own demise as a cabinet of- 
ficer. 

Apparently ■ the Adminis- 
tration is unwilling to go 
quite as far as retired. Ad- 
miral Ben Moreell had pro- 
posed seven yeans ago Ad- 
miral Moreell, Chairman of 
the Board of Americans for 
Constitutional Action, con- 
tended that private enter- 
prise, could handle pur na- 
tion's mail service more effi- 
ciently and more economical- 
ly than a public corporation. 
But the probability of giving 
such a chance to private en- 
terprise appears quite re- 
mote. 

President Johnson -> has 
named a 10-member commis- 
sion to study and report on 
the best way to handle the 
dilemma in which our postal 
service finds itself. . Headed 
by Frederick. It. Kappel, for- 
mer Chairman of American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, the Commission is 
expected to" make far-reach- 
ing recommendations. These 
findings will surely include 
the removal of the postal ser- 
vice from politics for all 
time — as well as the removal 
of the Postmaster General — 
the Democrats' top "politi- 
cian"— Larry O'Brien, 

The Postmaster General, 
himself, supports both of 
these proposals. The Mem ; 
bers* of Congress are expect- 
ed to follow the recommend- 
ations/ In addition, the Con- 
gress will attempt to give 
effect to the president's ob- 
servation that 

"Americans want and de- 
serve the most efficient and 
modern postal system."

Steve, of Rte. 5, Antioch., 
has heen collecting Indian 
relics since he, was a you lig- 
hter and now has slit-extend 
sive collection. He displayed 
portions of his collection at 
the Lake County Historical 
Museum and worked with 
Robert Vogel. head of the 
Museum. Steve- was curator 
of anthropology at the. Mu- 
seum. 

Sieve started" his Indian 
collection- with arrow .heads, 
the first ones picked up on 
his father's farm. As his ■: lu- 
te res I grew, he read and 
studied the uses and origins 
Of leacli piece he acquired. 

He pursued Indian relics 
in every likely spot' within 
his reach. As friends learn- 
ed of his interest, many of 
them passed on to him infor- 
mation or relics. 

Now, he has a tremendous 
collection./ He has acquired 
41,000 arrowheads, many of 
them' marie of semi-precious 
si one % material. He has war 
clubs. ' ceremonial pieces, 
needles and awls, pottery, 
spear heads, axe beads, peace 
pipes, moccasins and deer 
hide coats and pants. 

Most of Ihe early Indian 
jackets were decorated with 
split and dyed porcupine 
quills. A coat in the (lis- 
p t a y has a bullet hole 
through the slecvd, showing 
where the wearer was 
wounded. The bullet hole 
goes through only one side 
of the sleeve, showing the 
bullet bulged in his arm. It 
also tells that, the owner 
somehow acquired the coat 
of an early United States 
The collar is lined with blue 
kersey. Ihe -material from 
an Army jacket, and boasts 
buttons fro.ni a U. S. ( army 
jacket. 

A coat and pants suit of 
deerhide. plus matching moc- 
casins, is a rare relic, with 
elaborate appliques of 
thread. The 

says, undoubtedly came from 
an early trading post. 

~The~nrrow' heads in the 
display at the Slate Bank 
arc beautiful as well as utili- 
tarian. The materials- from 
which they wore made" in- 
clude crystal quartz, agate, 
jasper, black and mahogany 
obsidian, smoky quart/, sugar 




qunrtz, petrified wood .and 
pink chert, 

There arc some ceremonial 
pieces, including one In- the 
shape of a centipede. 

The red pipes you'll see in 
the display arc made of a 
stone called catlinlte, which 
came from a quarry at Pipe- 
stone, Minn. 

; The glistening black stone 
object resembling, an axe 
head is a celt, and is made of 
hematite, almost pure, iron 
ore. The large axe weighs 
22 pounds and came from 
the Grass Lake area. *Tlie 
mortar and pestle is also 
local. .v.. ■ ' * 

" A small basket In the dis- 
play was made -by the. Pima 
Indians,- the finest weavers 
in the- world, It's made of 
grass, so woven that it will 
hold water. 

The story of the lives of 
the early Indians is told in 
the tools he used and the 
relics he left behind, for 
those who painstakingly dig 
and study the artifacts he 
left behind.. So is the story 
of the locale where he lived 
told in the materials he 
used. Stove, and others like 
him, collect and catalogue, 
these items Tor the informa- 
tion or those who follow. 

Steve is an ardent support- 
er for a Museum ' for.' Lake 
County. "My, collection, and 
others in Lake County, be- 
long in museums," he says. 
"Somewhere where people 
can see them, and where 
they'll be protected from 
fire or .theft. If a place 
isn't provided -for them, 
some day they'll lie lost to 
tliis area." 

Steve is still ardently pur- 
suing his hunt, and asks that 
if anyone knows the where- 
abouts of any Indian material 
they let him know.

New Sections Added 
To Rules of Road 



Secretary of .State Paul 
Powell today announces the 
issuance of a completely re- 
vised Illinois driver's manual. 
Rules of the Roadi in terms 
on content, format and size, 
the first complete revision 
of the booklet since 1954. 

New . sections have been 
added covering motor vehicle 
registration and equipment, 
motorcycles and the medical 
aspects -of- driving; highway 
signs and traffic laws are 
more fully explained, illus- 
trations arc improved and 
the subject matter has been 
reorganized to group related 
subjects, Mr. Powelf* said. 

As an example of improv- 
ed Illustration, Secretary 
Powell pointed out that all 
highway signs arc shown in 
exactly the same shades of 
red, blue, green and -yellow 
as those used on the signs 
themselves. 

The theme of the booklet 
is, "Metropolitan expressway 
or country Jane, you can't 
drive safely unless you know 
the Rules of the Road." 

In his introduction, Mr. 
Powell said, "Accidents don't 
just happen — they arc caus- 
ed. Traffic safety experts 
tell us- that- most of them 
could have been avoided it 
drivers had known, under- 
stood and obeyed the traffic 
laws, signs and signals; if 
they had maintained their 
cars in safe condition, con- 
centrated their full atten- 



tion on driving and If they 
had shown proper respect 
for others who use the high- 
ways. Whenever you step 
into an automobile and start 
the engine 'you must assume 
certain obligations— Rules of 
the Road will help you ful- 
fill this responsibility." ■ 

The booklet also combines 
the former Rules of the Road 
with the Chauffeur Manual. 
The number of pages is_lhc 
same, but the page size has 
been increased from QVh by 
4Th inches to 8& by 5»/i' 
inches. This has becm. ac- 
complished at no increase in 
cost, Secretary Powell said, 
because the new page size 
eliminates waste and trim- 
ming from standard paper 
stock sixes. 

Because 'of the new sec- 
tion on the medical aspects 
of driving, covering such 
topics as illness, disability, 
alcohol and drugs, Secretary 
Powell said he hopes to ar- 
range to supply doctors 
throughout the state with 
copies of the booklet so they 
may give them to patients 
suffering from certain ill- 
nesses or taking types of 
medication which can impair 
their ability _.to ^.operate a 
motor vehicle safely..

pansion descended on Illi- 
nois. It-came in the form of 
a proposal for "metro" gov- 
ernment in the Chicago area, 
with a plan for a multi-coun- 
ty, centralized, single-unit 
g o v e r urn cut controlling 
Cook, Lake, DuPifgc, Mellon- 
ry and Will counties. 

If it took .hold in the Chi- 
cago area it would inevitably' 
be proposed for. other areas 
of the slate. * ■ 

"This metro government 
would replace county, city, 
village and township govern- 
ments-rto complete or vary- 
Ing^degrccs — and would as- 
sume control over school and 
park districts as well. The. 
people would elect a metro 
board,; but from that point 
so -' called "streamlining" 
would take place. A metro- 
politan manager would be ap- 
pointed by the board, along 
with a horde of appointed of- 
ficials—replacing most all of; 
ficials who arc now elected; 
Offices such as sheriff, clerk, 
treasurer, (ax assessment 
and collection, township ad- 
ministrators and- boards, 
school superintendent, and 
others would no longer be 
elective. The people would 
have no voice in appoint- 
ments, except by remote con- 
trol through the metro 
board. 

The master planners of 
metro government say this 
would improve governmental 
efficiency, reduce costs and 
represent good home rule. 

To say that some people 
disagree is putting it mildly. 
Township officials, for ex- 
ample, point out that there is 
much evidence of the . effi- 
ciency of local government. 
Some of this evidence was 
cited in the preceding article, 
particularly applying to wel- 
fare costs and highway main- 
tenance costs, which are han- 
dled by townships at about 
half the costs incurred by 
the county, state or federal 
agencies. It is extremely 
doubtful that metro govern- 
ment could possibly match 
townships in efficiency and 
economy of administration, 
township spokesmen say. 

There is considerable evi- 
dence, they add, that ineffi- 
ciency . of government in- 
creases as it grows larger.-*

. On the matter of metro 
government representing ef- 
fective home rule, a conclu- 
sion is widespread that this, 
is pure hogwash. 

Home rule is simply what 
it ' says. It l§ government 
which relief upon the power 
of the local electorate. 

Home rule is not the ad- 
ministration of local affairs 
by appointed agents of larger 
governmental bodies. Even 
if appointed local officials 
happen to be from their 
home, districts, the "home 
rule" concept vanishes be- 
cause these officials are po- 
litically responsible to those 
who appoint them— -not to 
the local electorate. Ad- 
ministration , of local affairs 
consequently becomes cen- 
tralized area rule. 

The next step, in this pro- 
cess is the amalgamation of 
centralized rule with federal 
control. 

Sucii control already exists 
in the form of federal finan- 
cial grants with strings at- 
tached. The strings become 
stronger — as there are fewer 
local governmental units to 
deal with. Local officials 
become relatively, powerless 
to disagree. The local elec- 
torate has little or nothing to 
say. 

Many New Deal, New 
Frontier and Great Society 
plans and projects have dem- 
onstrated the overwhelming 
power of federal control. 

But there arc signs that re- 
sistance to this growing pow- 
er is also growing. 

In fact, in a speech to the 
State Legislative Leaders or- 
ganization, in November, 
1966, the vice president of 
the United States recognized 
this trend. He said, "Mod- 
ern American government 
requires a partnership of ef- 
fort with each partner ful- 
filling Us own duties and re- 
sponsibilities. This means a 
renaissance of state gov- 
ernment, a revitalization of 
local government and pri- 
vate initiative." 

This is a high-level admis- 
sion that state and local gov- 
ernments, and private initia- 
tive may have been depress- 
ed too far. It is a tacit ad- 
mission thai federal agencies, 
attempting to assume local 



administration of govern- 
mental affairs, have not per- 
formed as well as can local 
governments. 

If truly delivered, these 
words will help strengthen 
the bulwarks of democracy 
at the grass roots. They 
point the way to increasing 
services arid more effective 
administration' by local gov- 
ernments—and certainly in- 
cluding township govern- 
ments. ' • 

If not truly delivered, 
these words will only lead to 
greater confusion, inefficien- 
cy- and waste df effort on be- 
half of local citizenry every- 
where. 

Thus, concepts such as 
metro ' planning would seem 
to be .losing some support. 
But it would be foolish to 
assume that its, supporters 
will give up. It offers much 
to those who would like to 
take over greater govern- 
mental control, not always in 
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Yet, these, planners tiave 

lost ground where (ho con- 
cept of metro government 
has been thoroughly tried— 
and found wanting. For ex- 
ample, a; metro plan was In- 
stalled In Dade County, Flor- 
ida (Miami Area) back in 
1957. Year by year, piece 
by piece, it Is proving to ba 
unwise and unworkable. 

The people In the Miami 
area — especially In local 
communities — have seen the 
faults in .this form of area 
government. • They have 
forced changes in it, by mod- 
ifylng the original concept 
drastically. They have rein- 
stated the election of offi- 
cials who, under the original 
plan, were appointed. They 
have seen fit to keep the 
plan from becoming a politi- 
cal octopus .which this con- 
cept threatens to be. 

All this has a significant 
bearing on the, future of 
township government, as 
well as other local govern- 
ments , in Illinois. These 
futures will be covered. In.
